The application has been amended as follows: 

Claims 12 and 14 have been cancelled. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
With regards to claims 1,11 and 13, the prior art of record alone or in combination fails 
to teach or fairly suggest wherein the pseudo recognition unit returns an absence signal 
representing an absence of media at least once, and then returns a presence signal 
representing a presence of the media in response to an inquiry signal inquiring a presence of 
media repeated via the universal peripheral device interface to allow the automatic script to be 
automatically executed by the computer, In combination with the other limitations found in the 
respective claims. 

With regards to claims 3-6 and 9-10, due to their direct or indirect dependency from 
claim 1, they are allowed for at least the same reasons.
